| Foods, Vessels, Trolleys, Canal Boats and Motor Truck Lines Must All Be Co-ordinated.

Washington, D. CC. Nov. 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-Transportation will win or lose 
the war. That does not mean rail- 
roads alone. It means ships, canal 
boats, troNey cars, motor trucks as 
well. . 

Who is responsible for making them 
all work together? Nobody. Who in 
Washington has the necessary power, 
the width of vision to survey the whole 
situation and get the last posafble ton- 


moving men and material? Nob@&dy. 
Don’t delude yourself with the idea 
that the necessity does not exist. 


Do Magnificent Work. 
The railroad war board is a volun- 


tary committee of railroad presidents 
which has done PRET Sea work, Un- 
der its directions the railroads have 
moved nearly 20 per cent more freight 
this year than last. Last year they 
moved 50 per cent more freight. than 
in 1915. They have done it without 
adding materially to the number of 
freight cars or locomotives in service. 

Men say the railroads have been 
starved, that they could not raise the 
money to buy the equipment. That is 
not the biggest reason. Last spring 
the railroads ordered more than 3,000 
new locomotives. Since the middle of 
July the United States government has 
ordered more than 2,000 locomotives. 
Government orders have been given 
precedence. Many. of the government 
orders have been delivered. Few of 
the railroad orders have been delivered. 


For Use Abroad. 

Government locomotives are for mil- 
itary railroads in France, for the most 
pressing needs of our allies. 

Who weighs this balance—the needs 
of our own railroads, our military rail- 
roads in France, the roads of our 
allies—and decides, with an eye single

Crippled Winter Service. 


Now the railroad war board has fs- 
sued an official statement. It says 
that on Nov. 1 there were unfilled or- 
ders for 140,000 freight cars. They 
point out that with the coming of se- 
vere winter weather the railroad serv- 
ice will be more or less crippled, as it, 
always is. They fear that the rail- 
roads will not be able to handle all 
the freight which will be offered. 

At the suggestion of Director of 


Fuel Administrator Garfield they have 
prepared a list of 450 nonessential 
commodities which it may later be 
necessary to bar from railroad trcans- 
‘portation in whole or in part. Dr. 
Garfield hopes that manufacturers of 
nonessential products will turn their 
factories to making commodities es- 
sential to the conduct of the war. 
Problems Related. 

The situation illustrates afresh the 
impossibility of treating or discussing 
one of the great war problems with- 
out instantly involving others. It is 
proposed to bar the transportation of 
certain nonessentials. That will help 
the raliroads. It will also save coal. 
If the factories turn to making essen- 
tials it might even increase the bur- 
den on the railroads to transport’ their 
products. | ° 

It is fairly. certain that during 
winter the railroads will have much 
more freight offered than they can 
possibly handle. The managers and 
trainmen may still further increase 
their present efficiency. Shippers may 
do their best te help. But the govern- 
ment has hardly begun to move the 
vast number of men, munitions, and 
supplies it is planned to send to 
France. Without doubt the time will 
presently come when the railroads will 
be orderéd to stop moving certain non- 
essential commodities. 

How shall the transportation facili- 
ties of the country be increased to 
meet the crisis? , 

The Hennepin canal connects the 
Illinois river and the Mississippi. It 
is ready for service. The Illinois and 
Michigan can@!l connects Lake Michi- 
gan and the Mississippi. It needs a 
lot of dredging. The money to pay 
for the job has been voted. It would 
carry coai, for instance, to Chicago.

But to oblige 
the railroads to carry freight to the 
coast much more rapidly than it can 
be loaded on shipboard is to increase 
unnecessarily the immediate burden 
of the railroads. 

Who short of President Wilson can 
enforce the feamwork betweep the rail- 
roads, the shipping board and the va- 
rious departments of the govérnment? 

At one of the yards which have con- 
tracts for building wooden ships for 
the emergency fleet corporation there 
are said to be 8,000,000 feet of lumber 
stored up, . This is an enormous quan- 
tity. , 

I am told that it ts practically all 
deck lumber and that the yard is not 
working anything like full time for 
lack of big keel timbers. 

To make the railroads carry that 
‘enormous lot of lumber before it was 
needed put an unnecessary immediate 
burden on the railroads. 


Suprene Body Vital. 

To develop every available means of 
transportation, to make them work to- 
gether without interfering with each 
other, the creation of some supreme 
authority short of President Wilson is 
necessary. 

When the great war board is formed 
a director of transportation must be a 
member of it. 

That does not mean either govern- 


ment ownership or government opera- 
tion of railroads. To attempt either in 
this war crfsis would be insanity. It 
would mean months of inaction, of 
slowing down. 

The railroad war board itself could 
do more if it dared go the Iimit in 
breaking the law which forbids pool- 
ing, if railroads were not forbidden to 
own 8 hip and barge lines.

We must have more power- 
ful direction, greater unity of effort, a 
true war council, such as does not 
exist in Washington—a council of men 
who, irrespective of faction and party, 
reprgsent in the greatest degree the 
energy and the genius of America.
